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INTRODUCTION 


The East Sullivan Community Hall has a new coat of 
paint on the exterior. Kenny Bice and Wesley Clark 
spent most of their summer scraping and painting the 
clapboards, doors and louvered shutters. For several 
years the insurance underwriter has urged that this pro- 
ject be completed. It was their feeling that because 
the exterior looked deteriorated, it was an open in- 
vitation to vandalism. Unfortunately, as nice as the 
Community Hall looks, it has fallen victim to vandals. 
In excess of $100 has been spent replacing window 
lights. On more than four occasions, vandals have seen 
fit to spend their time and the tax payers money in 
pursuit of either batting or throwing rocks thru the 
window panes. The Selectmen have posted a reward to 
the person or persons responsible for the apprehension 
and conviction of the person or persons responsible for 
the damage and/or vandalism to this town property. 


Kathy Rowe will be Administrative Assistant to the 
Selectmen as of 31 March 1980 when Kathy Allen's re- 
Signation is effective. Mrs. Rowe has been in the pro- 
cess of assuming these duties since being hired by the 
Selectmen in October. Kathy lives in the house previously 
owned by Oscar and Margaret Harris. Her phone number is 
847-3453 and is available to assist the Selectmen, 
various committees and elected officials. 


Sullivan has received four used medium to heavy duty 
trucks. Larry Roberts, Selectmen, has unraveled and cut 
some of the red tape of government and secured these 
trucks for civil defense purposes by the Highway and 
Fire Departments. Most of the trucks have been declared 
Surplus by the state and the United States Military. 

The vehicles are in good to excellent condition, have 
been modified to suit the needs of the Town, painted 
and put to work plowing, sanding and related road work. 
The cost to purchase, in all cases, has been either 
little or nothing to the Town. Mr. Roberts feels that 
if all goes well, another heavy duty truck will soon be 
ready for delivery. 


David Sayer was the primary contractor for the new 
town garage. The wood frame building has been erected 
almost directly across from the present garage. The 
building is 50' x 30' with a 12 foot door on one end 
and a 14 foot door on the other end. Floyd Nims and 
Richard Pelkey did the sight preparation work and con- 
tinued to work on the construction with Sayer. The 
building is far from complete as heat, electrical wiring, 
water and finish work is left to be done. 
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As far as the Town Knows, all work has been completed 
by the State on the bridge that spans Otter Brook and 
connects Cross and Valley Roads. Full payment of the 
Town's share of the cost has not been paid to the State 
because final billing has not been received. 


By the time this report is published, the errors on 
the tax bills will be a well known fact. The town's tax 
bills have been figured and printed by a private firm in 
Wilton. During the summer, the firm changed computer 
systems and the soft wear in the two systems were not 
compatable. When the edit lists were sent to the Town 
for approval, at the end of the summer, all was in order. 
The error occurred in calculation of the value of the 
current use taxes based on the assessed valued and the 
current use values. The current use taxation was much 
higher than it should have been and it artificially 
lowered the tax rate to about $2.80 - less than it should 
have been with a resulting deficit of about $17,000.. 
Most of this deficit has been made up in the amount of 
unexpended appropriations. The tax bills had been sent 
to the Tax Collector and mailed before the error was 
found. The Town asked the Revenue Administration for 
help in resolving the problem. They responded by sending 
an auditor to meet with the Selectmen, Tax Collector, 
and State Assessor, Alfred Ikeler. That session brought 
about a special limited audit by the State of New Hamp- 
Shire which in turn caused a full audit of all town books. 
That audit has just been completed and the results will 
be made public and printed in the Town Report for 1980. 
The Town has also made arrangements with the City of 
Keene to process tax bills through their computer.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


In February 1979, the new Library opened in the re- 
novated Old Town Hall, at Sullivan Center. The new 
bookshelves were filled with some three thousand books, 
many of which were new books acquired by gifts. A li- 
brary card system was initiated and at the present time 
there are 159 residents using the Library on a regular 
basis. 


In April a Teddy Bear Party was held in the Library. 
A film entitled "The White Teddy Bear" was shown and 
the Library was filled with Teddy Bears, old and new. 
This event was a celebration of the 75th birthday of 
the Teddy Bear, and was attended by the children of the 
Sullivan Elementary School and The Tomte-Guben Pre- 
school. 


In May the Library held their Formal Open House. 
Resident author, John Morressy, was the guest speaker. 
A State of New Hampshire Flag was presented to the Li- 
brary by V.F.W. Post #799. Charleton Nims, son of the 
town's first Librarian, cut the ribbon to officially 
open the doors to the new Sullivan Public Library. 


During the summer months, from July to September, a 
Summer Vacation Reading Program was held with many of 
the children participating. 


For the month of September there was a display en- 
titled "200 Years of Ironing". This display consisted 
of many antique ironing devices which were loaned to 
the Library by several friends. 


In October the exhibit was "Dells of the World" and 
almost every country was represented. 


There was an evening program in November. "The His- 
tory and Nostalgia of a Small Town (Sullivan)," com- 
plete with slides, was narrated by Marjorie W. Smith. 


During December there was a display of Old Christ- 
mas Cards, loaned by a friend of the Library. 


The outside work on the addition to the Library was 
completed last Fall with the addition of clapboards and 
painting. 


Statistically the Library has 159 patrons. There 
were 2644 town books and 392 state books loaned in 1979. 
444 books were bought and 458 books were given to the 
Library. Of the 458 books given, some were purchased 
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by the Trustees with a gift of money specified for child- 
ren's books

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 


In 1980, the Trustees changed four of the larger 
trust funds to 90-day notice accounts in order to earn 
a higher rate of interest. 


One of the red pine plantations at the Town Farm was 
thinned, according to marking by the County Forester, 
thus improving the stand and earning $213.95 for the 
Esther Winch Fund. 


In April, the Trustees learned the Sullivan School 
Library needed some card catalogue cabinets. The cost of 
these was almost exactly the amount in the William Wilder 
School Fund, not used since 1962 when Sullivan joined 
the Monadnock Regional School District. In response to 
our inquiry, the Director of the Register of Charitable 
Trust Funds, in the Office of the Attorney General, 
advised turning the entire fund over to the Sullivan 
School Library, since bringing a petition in Superior 
Court would deplete the fund and not be "in the public 
interest.'' The Trustees are pleased that the $79.38 
from the fund was sufficient to purchase the needed li- 
brary supplies and feel this use of the monies was in 
accordance with Mr. Wilder's desire "'to benefit Sullivan 
Schools." 


The Trustees have been negogiating with the North 
Branch Bowmen for rental of that portion of the Town 
Farm previously leased to the Ashuelot Valley Archers. 
A lease has been drawn up and we're waiting for an ap- 
proved certificate of insurance before the archery course 
can be used. This will result in additional income to 
the Winch Fund.

Trustees of Trust Funds 
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MONADNOCK REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


1979 was a year of setbacks for the Monadnock Re- 
gion School District in the areas of economics and fa- 
cilities construction, but despite these constraints we 
were able to make progress on a number of other fronts. 


Certainly the biggest problem facing the district 
in 1979 was that of inflation; and although the consumer 
price index rose 13.3%, price hikes in a category such 
as text books increased as much as 20%. When I joined 
the school board in 1977, it cost 64¢ to run a school 
bus one mile; and in 1978 this increased to 70¢, 1979 is 
79¢ with 91¢ projected for 1980. Assuming the projected 
budget survives the public hearing intact, the district 
will be asked to approve a budget at the annual meeting 
on March 22 that calls for a district assessment that is 
up 13.7%, which although substantial is nevertheless in 
line with what has been happening in the economy. 


Considering that the state department of education 
has determined that the Monadnock Regional High School 
facility is suitable for somewhat less than 800 students, 
I regret particularly the district's inability to come 
to grips with the fact that there are approximately 1150 
students using this facility at the moment and that a 
building program is sorely needed. I wonder how big a 
price the generation in school is paying for the un- 
willingness of older generations to make a sacrifice on 
its behalf. 


As Chairman of the school board's negotiating com- 
mittee, I was pleased to be able to reach a peaceful 
two-year agreement with the teachers that conformed to 
the guidelines suggested by the President. In addition 
to this, I feel that the environment throughout the 
school system generally has improved considerably over 
the past three years, the net result being an increase 
in productivity, participation and satisfaction. 


On the local level we completed Sullivan's building 
project when the new well began pumping water to the 
school in the Spring. In addition to this, improvements 
were made to the playing ground and further improvements 
are budgeted for next year. 


Assuming the projected budget passes at the district 
meeting, we will be forming a consortium with Gilsum and 
Surry to conduct a readiness program next year for 
students who have reached school age but are not ready 
for kindergarten. Chris Pemrick, our first and second 
grade teacher, made a compelling presentation on the need 
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for this program, and the board endorsed it unanimously. 
Another item included in the budget is a new position, 
that of Arts Coordinator, whose job it will be amongst 
other duties to ensure that our elementary students are 
exposed to the many cultural offerings which are avail- 
able or pass through the region in both the fine and 
performing arts. 


In conclusion, I would like to say that it has been 
a gratifying and rewarding experience serving as your 
representative for the past three years.

The Sullivan Fire Department wishes to thank the 
many people who have donated money for services ren- 
dered in the past year and those who have aided in 
acquiring equipment and supplies.

This afforded the members a larger range of training 
than has previously been available in single weekend 
sessions. 


Due to the requests of townspeople for chimney in- 
Sspections we are able to report very few chimney fires 
for 1979. We appreciate this concern and would like to 
see it spread throughout the town to reduce the threat 
of fire as woodburning increases. 


Other calls include one brush fire (Ferry Brook 
Road), several requests to cover for the Nelson Fire 
Department, a call for our tanker at a Keene forest 
fire at Goose Pond, covered by Billy Kingsbury and 
Norman Houle, and a call from Keene for a fire at Peg 
Shop Road. We had one very bad fire in town at the 
Cannon residence, and would like to thank all the towns- 
people who helped at that fire. We also wish to thank
